STUDY BREAK 

The Hamptons Police acknowledged this week 
that they’ve been conducting a long-term 
traffic study on the streets of Sag Harbor. 
“We’re about 10 years in right now,” announced 
police spokesman Larry Hirsch, “and we expect 
to complete work on the study in the fall of 
2021.” Hirsch noted that discussing specifics 
of the study runs the risk of spoiling the 
results, but he was able to characterize it as 
“a sophisticated behavioral study to determine 
the emotional effects of bad driving on other 
drivers and pedestrians.”

On another occasion, we would 
send a trained actor to drive to the rotary 
and he might pretend to be too stupid to 
understand how a rotary works, either by 
trying to edge into the rotary in front of 
cars already in the rotary, or by getting into 
the rotary and then suddenly stopping to let 
other cars in ahead of him. Again, we would 
take careful notes of how other drivers 
respond. Or, it could be as simple as having 
a weaselly guy in a convertible Beamer barrel 
past a pedestrian crossing without stopping 
for a pedestrian—I can tell you we’ve run that 
experiment many, many times.” Researchers 
hope to determine whether people will 
become innured or radicalized by the bad 
driving. So far, according to Hirsch, the research 
has proven inconclusive—thus the extension 
until 2021. “That’s actually just a tentative date,” 
Hirsch explained. “We’re’ prepared to 
continue the study well beyond that date if 
need be.” 


VOTING LAW CHANGED 

Under pressure from advocacy groups, 
Hamptons officials recently adopted a new 
voting law, which will mandate a special 
ID card that has already been nicknamed 
the “Hamptons High-Roller Card.” Hamptons 
residents can qualify for the new ID card if 
they own a house larger than 15,000. square 
feet, or if they have at least a 10,000 square 
foot house and a luxury yacht. In addition, 
in order to receive the ID card, residents 
will have to prove ownership of a Maserati, 
Porsche, or Mercedes and membership at 
one of a small list of elite sporting clubs. 
Holders of the new ID cards will be guaranteed 
“fast-track” voting on election day and will 
also be permitted to vote twice in all local, 
state, and federal elections. #&

_ Reading Aloud in Public 


This Activity Works for Now in the Hamptons but Maybe Not 4Ever

have been setting up little half hour-long 

encampments all over town since August 1, 
where I can read chapters of my new book, 
In the Hamptons 4Ever, aloud to whoever 
wants to stroll by to hear it. Each chapter is 
about a specific individual who lived in the 
Hamptons during my time here and with whom 
I’ve had an encounter of one sort of another. 
As I have been editing and publishing Dan’s 
Papers for 55 years now, I have quite a collection 
of stories. 

This new book is called 4Ever because it’s 
the fourth in the series. The first, published by 
Random House in 2008, got rave reviews in The 
New York Times, and one entire chapter from it 
was printed in its entirety in Newsday. At that 
time, when that book came out on Memorial 
Day, | embarked on the same pilgrimage that | 
am on now. 

If I could walk into Hyde Park in 
London and stand on a soapbox and talk 


to whoever stopped to listen, I would do 
that too. 

Here in the Hamptons, there are laws about 
drawing a crowd to an event like this. If there 
is a large crowd you need to have a permit. 
It would require that you indemnify the town 
from harm. It would require you to describe 
police and traffic plans. It would require you to 
describe parking facilities. But that’s if you have 
a gathering of more than 50 people. 

In the seven years since 2008, I’ve never had 
more than 50 people come to a reading. I’ve had 
20, sometimes 25, more often maybe 10 or, uh, 
five, or uh, fewer. Nobody came to a reading | 
advertised that was held at the front entrance 
of Home Sweet Home in East Hampton one year. 
I debated whether I should read it anyway. In 
the end, I didn’t. 

This new hardcover book from the State 
University of New York Press made its public 
debut on August 1. So I have had several 
readings. Three have been in bookstores— 
two in BookHampton Southampton and East 


Hampton and one at the Two Sisters bookstore 
in Montauk. In addition, I’ve been out in public 
three times now. The first outdoor reading 
took place in front of the main entrance of 
the Southampton Historical Society on 
Meeting House Lane. | read a chapter about a 
Southampton clock repair man, named Morris 
Welte, who fixed an antique mantle clock that 
others said was beyond repair. He refused 
to charge me for it. Said it was his pleasure to 
fix it. 

Last Friday at 5, I pulled off the road to read 
on the grass apron of the eastbound right-of- 
way of the Montauk Highway at the entrance to 
East Hampton Village in front of Ron Perelman’s 
house. The chapter was about Tina Fredericks, 
the famous East End real estate broker who 
sold him that house many years ago. It would 
be a memorial to her, because one month ago 
she passed away, in her 90s, although I don’t 
think she wanted anybody to know that was 
how old she was.

ndianapolis has its 500, Pasadena has its 

Rose Bowl, Churchill Downs has its Derby 
and, once a year, the Hamptons has its Artist- 
Writers Game. It usually takes place usually on 
the second Saturday in August, and this year, 
the 67th annual outing took place on August 
15 on the sandlot baseball field behind the 
Waldbaum’s supermarket in East Hampton. 

The game originated as a tussle between the 
Artists of this community, who eventually came 
out on a particular day at the request of the 
Writers of this community, to see which group 
could get the best of the other once and for all 
in softball. At the time of the Artists’ first game, 
many painters and sculptors had emigrated 
from Europe to escape World War Il, and a 
number of war correspondents and novelists 
had retreated to this part of the world for a 
little peace and quiet in the summertime. Harry 
Truman was President. The Yankees had won 
the World Series a year earlier. Jackie Robinson 
had broken the color barrier. 

As the winners varied from one team to the 
other over the years, both teams, to try to get 
a leg up on the other, took to expanding the 
definition of who was a “writer” and who was 


an “artist’—there were trapeze artists, United 
Artists stars—people from Hollywood were 
artists, for example, or writers, ifscreenwriters— 
or re-writers or speech writers, and those who 
played in this game soon included former 
presidents, Wall Street tycoons, filmmakers, 
supermodels and media moguls, some who just 
came up to take three swings of the bat and 
then leave in a trail of popping flashbulbs. 

Among them were Woody Allen, Alan Alda, Alec 
Baldwin, Christie Brinkley, Matthew Broderick, 
Bill Clinton, Willem de Kooning, Betty Friedan, 
Abbie and Dustin Hoffman (separately), Carl 
Icahn, John Irving, Eugene McCarthy, Carlos 
Montoya, Larry Rivers, Charlie Rose, Dr. Ruth, 
Roy Scheider, Paul Simon, Kurt Vonnegut, Eli 
Wallach, Tom Wolfe, Eli Wallach and Mort 
Zuckerman, just to name a few. 

Myself and Leif Hope, who is in charge of 
this game, are probably the only two people 
left who have witnessed this change occurring 
somewhere in the late 1990s. Both of us have 
been part of the game for more than 40 years. 

A crowd of several hundred attended the 
game this year, and they were not disappointed 
in how it went, although it was not like most 
of the games, which are slam-bang affairs that

slides into home, close calls, rhubarbs with 
the umpire and towering home runs with the 
bases loaded. 

Four of us umpired. We were former New 
York Police Commissioner Ray Kelly, New York 
State Supreme Court Judge Richard Lowe III, 
and Hal Schroer, and also myself, founder and 
President of Dan’s Papers. We parked ourselves 
at all the bases. Three of us alternated behind 
the mound calling balls and strikes. 

We had to adjudicate, before the game began, 
a proposal by the teams to allow an “extra 
hitter” to play. Ordinarily in softball there 
are 10 players a team, with the tenth a short 
centerfielder. Here they wanted an 11th, as 
an extra hitter who would not field.

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Spin Doctors Take the Stage at Guild Hall September 5

he Spin Doctors, the iconic ’90s rock band 

whose smash hit album Pocket Full of 
Kryptonite defined a decade, will take over the 
stage at Guild Hall on September 5. 

“People can expect us to play all of the good 
ol’, Spin Doctors favorites,” says Chris Barron, 
who has sung lead vocals for the band since 
its inception in the late-80s. Pocket Full of 
Kryptonite, which included such hits as “Two 
Princes” and “Little Miss Can’t Be Wrong,” was 
the second album the band released. 

Barron attributes Pocket Full of Kryptonite’s 
success to the chemistry of the band. “There’s 
something about the way we played together 
that I think had a lot to do with it,” he says. 
“That, and I think there are some really strong 
songs on that record.”

“Two Princes” was the most-played rock song 
in the world in 1993, but it wasn’t necessarily 
Barron’s favorite. Instead, he lists “Forty of 
Fifty” from that album. “When you write songs, 
I sort of feel like they’re children. One song will 
get mad at you if you decide you like another 
one better. [But] I like the red-headed step 
children...some of the songs that maybe didn’t 
get much attention.” 

Over the years, the band had become known 
for bringing a party to their live performance. 
“I saw some videos of Elvis Presley when I was 
- pretty young. And there was a thing about him 
where there was this formidable presence that 
he had, but at the same time he didn’t take 
himself too seriously,” says Barron regarding 
his staging inspiration. “As a band, we try to 
mix humor and musicianship so that it’s a great 
» musical experience, but it’s also fun and funny 
at the same time.” 

In April 2013, the Spin Doctors came out with 
If the River Was Whiskey, their sixth studio 
album and one that moved away from ’90s-rock 
and into the blues. “We’ll be playing some stuff 
off our blues album. | think a lot of people have 
found when we share that stuff, it gives them a 
lot of insight into a lot of the other songs that 
they already know and love, because we started 
off as a blues band,” continues Barron. “So it’s 
been a fun phase of our career to get back to 
our roots a little bit.” . 

The band was formed in the late 1980s in New 
York City, with member Eric Schenkman coining 
the name Spin Doctors after taking a poetry 
class. “[The instructor] was talking about the 
political phenomenon of spin doctors, which 
are the guys who help politicians tailor their 
words to fit the message that they want to get 
across. It’s funny because it was a relatively 


new term then...I didn’t like it at first. I was 
like, what is it, a DJ? I said I think it’s too slick,” 
says Barron. But Schenkman challenged him 
to come up with a better name, and the Spin 
Doctors stuck. 

The band, however, almost didn’t enjoy the 
longevity it has had, as Barron began to lose his 
voice in late 2000. “It was terrible. It was a year 
of just uncertainty, because I’ve always wanted 
to be a performer of some kind...I was 6 years 
old and I saw an old Shirley Temple movie, and 
I was like ‘ok cool, I’m going to marry Shirley 
Temple and then we’re going to do that. We’re 
going to sing and dance and it’s going to be 
the family business.” After a year of trying 
everything from acupuncture to yoga, Barron’s

voice returned. The experience made him much 
more deliberate in his singing and rehearsals, 
and very appreciative of his fan base.

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Suffolk SPCA Responds to Ritualistic Animal Killings

Ko to a local rash of ritualistic 
animal killings, Suffolk County Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(SPCA) hosted a training class on animal 
mutilation and sacrifice, and the occult at 
the Suffolk County Police. Academy on 
Thursday, August 13. 

Representatives from various agencies in 
Suffolk and Nassau Counties attended the 
class with presenter Marcos Quinones, an 
FBl-recognized cult expert and author of The 
Goddess of Death: La Santa Muerte and Satan: An 
Intelligence Report. 

“I thought I'd seen it all,” Suffolk SPCA Chief

Roy Gross said, noting that Quinones had 
the entire room riveted during his two-hour 
talk, which looked at cults and horrific occult 
practices, such as the torture and sacrifice of 
both animals and humans, including children, 
for ritualistic purposes. 

“Everyone was glued, sitting there with 
their mouths open,” Gross said, explaining 
that Quinones contacted his organization 
after reading the growing number of reports 
about alleged animal sacrifice, mutilations and 
ritualistic killings in Suffolk County this year. 

First, three beheaded roosters were found 
in a garbage bag in Centereach on January 13. 
Then, on June 24, three beheaded goats were 
discovered with various fruits and vegetables

in Riverhead’s Otis Pike Preserve. Around the 
same time, in 2014, a mutilated rooster was 
found in Islip hanging from a tree by its feet, 
with its eyes plucked out and a candle nearby. 
On July 9 of this year, three beheaded and 
partially plucked chickens were discovered 
in plastic bags on the railroad tracks near 
Hubbard Avenue in Riverhead. 

The grisly body count continued to mount 
when a badly decomposed cow tongue, bound 
in a black shirt with black yarn, was found 
screwed to a tree in Central Islip on July 12. 


Yet another cow tongue turned up screwed to _ 


a tree across from Bayard Cutting Arboretum in 


the East Islip/Great River area on July 19. It was 


found bisected, with candle wax filling the cut, 
along with a red ribbon and peppers. 

Quinones, who trains 
agencies throughout the world on the 
darker side of cults and the occult, said 
during his presentation that all of these 
incidents bear an alarming resemblance to 
ritual killings. 

“Everything he said was right on target, : 


Gross said, explaining that the condition and 


positioning of the mutilated animals, as well 
as finding things such as fresh fruit, ribbons 
and candles, points directly toward occult 
practices. “The evidence that we found, it 
was quite compelling,” he added, noting, for 
example, that fruit and beheaded goats are an 
offering to the god Chang6 (or Shang6) in the 


Santeria religion, while nailing a tongue to a tree 


is a symbolic warning or threat see someone 
to keep quiet, “or else.” 

Because the beheaded chickens were found 
on railroad tracks, they were likely an offering 
to Oggun, a powerful warrior spirit connected 
to metalwork in the Santeria faith, Gross said, 
relaying Quinones’ assessment. 


“We're not targeting religion,” Gross said, but - 
added that it’s illegal to kill animals, even for — 


religious purposes, unless it is done humanely 
and for consumption. 
Torturing and mutilating Sa is never 


okay, said Gross, who isdeeply disturbed — 


by what Quinones revealed. “It’s absolutely 
horrific to say the least.” 

During rituals, Quinones said animals are 
often killed slowly and brutally with dull knives 
or other vicious instruments, Gross explained, 
describing evidence photos, including a 


dog impaled with steel rebar. According to - 


Quinones, certain cults may even torture and 
sacrifice humans. 


Gross said he is still haunted by the final — 


case in Quinones’ presentation, which involved 
the. extensive torture and eventual murder 
of a day-old newborn by Satanists. The baby 
was stabbed repeatedly, drawing blood for 
cultists to drink, before it was finally killed 
and dumped in a river. “I didn’t even sleep last 


night thinking about it,” Gross said, unable to q 
forget Quinones’ photograph of the slain child. — 
“The image will be in my mind for the rest of — 


my life.”

n a warm day in the first week of 

April, a crowd gathered in front of 
Southampton Hospital to dedicate a new 
wing, and the elegant blonde who, with her 
husband, had provided the majority of the 
funding for that wing, $5 million, stood up 
and spoke. “With many of us spending months 
or weekends year-round in Southampton and 
the East End,” Audrey Gruss said, “Martin and I 
felt it was important that our local hospital have 
the capability to conduct stroke and vascular 
distress intervention.” 

The center is state-of-the-art. It includes 
an advanced endovascular surgical suite, a 
simulation center for training of physicians 
and technicians, a non-invasive cardiovascular 
suite for diagnosis and an advanced monitoring 
center that enables doctors at this hospital 
to consult in real time with doctors in 
other hospitals. The construction of this wing 
took two and a half years and was much 
* anticipated. The donation of $5 million came 
from Martin and Audrey Gruss of Southampton 
and as a result, the wing is named the Audrey 
and Martin Gruss Heart and Stroke Center in 
their honor. 

Audrey and Martin Gruss are well known 
in the Hamptons and New York City for their 
extraordinary philanthropy. Martin, New York 
City born and bred, is the Senior Partner of 
Gruss and Company, founded by his father, 
Joseph, and developed by Martin into one of 
the pre-eminent private arbitrage investment 
companies on Wall Street. Audrey Gruss, to 
whom he has been married for 28 years, has a 
different background. 

“One of my earliest memories as a little girl 
was picking chamomile flowers with my mother 
in a field in northern Europe,” she told me. 

“I was born in Kaunas, Lithuania, the second 
largest city in that small country. My father, who 
was a career Cavalry officer in the Lithuanian 
army, escaped the Russians who had taken over 
the country in World War II. He and my mother 
hid on his father’s farm in southern Lithuania.” 

World War II was winding down. The country 
was in turmoil. All of Europe was in turmoil. 
“FDR sold Lithuania down the river at Yalta,” 
Audrey said, referring to the conference with 
Churchill and Stalin toward the end of the war 
when Lithuania, along with the two other Baltic 
States, were “given” to the Soviets, who had 
already occupied them. 

Indeed, all of Europe was not only in turmoil, 
but also largely in ruins after the war. Audrey’s 
parents and their infant daughter fled to safety 
in West Germany, where they temporarily 
lived in a displaced persons camp in the town 
of Fulda. That’s where she had that early 
memory of picking flowers. Her father became 
Commandant of the camp while they remained 
there for about a year. Then they were fortunate 
to move to the United States, to northern 
New Jersey. 

“How did that happen?” I asked. 

“After WWII, many countries had established 
quotas to receive those displaced by the war. 
My family was offered visas to Argentina or 
Australia. Luckily, we had distant relatives in

New Jersey, who sponsored our acceptance by 
the U.S.” The family settled into an apartment in 
Hillside, New Jersey. Lithuanian was spoken at 
home. Soon they were speaking both Lithuanian 
and English. 

“My parents also spoke some German and 
French,” Audrey said. ; 

“Russian?” 

“Never.” 

Audrey started in first grade at Hurden-Looker 
Elementary School in Hillside. Her father at first 
was able to find work as a horse trainer in the 
horse country of northern New Jersey. “He was 
kind of a horse whisperer,” Audrey told me. “He 
started riding as a child and knew horses by 
instinct, so it didn’t matter that he didn’t speak 
much English at the beginning.” 

Audrey told me that her father never stopped 
riding for his entire life. He even trained retired 
polo ponies to jump. “He died at 94, but he only 
stopped jumping horses when he was 90!” 

His discipline as a rider and background as 
an army officer served him well, ‘and he 
eventually developed a career in the aviation 
electronics business. 

Her mother, Hope, kept the household 
together. Audrey had a younger sister, born 
in Germany, named Lee. A third sister, Krista, 
was born in New Jersey. The household by this 
time was fully bi-lingual, speaking English and 
Lithuanian. 

Her mother missed her family in Europe. 
Her father had been a banker. One of her 
aunts, an opera singer. Audrey remembers care 
packages being sent to them, often consisting 
of clothing and medicines. Eastern Europe in 
particular remained poverty stricken, under 
the-domination of the Soviet Union, for nearly a 
generation after the war. 

Audrey admired the enormous ordeal her 
parents went through in being uprooted in 


this way. “Imagine,” she said, “being suddenly 
sent to a country where you spoke not a word of 
the language, and having to survive and support 
two children.” 

Audrey went to Hillside High School, where 
she was an excellent student. She also studied 
dance and music. She played the cello. Her 
parents, probably because of the experiences 
and hopes they’d had after losing both family 
and fortune, urged their eldest daughter to 
become a doctor. They instilled in her the value 
of an education and the work ethic. Audrey won 
a scholarship to Tufts, graduating with a B.S. in 
Biology with honors. 

“I loved being a student at Tufts,” she said. 
“Campus life was wonderful—I joined the Chi 
Omega sorority, enjoyed the extracurricular 
life, but also studied hard. I appreciated the 
larger world of Boston, a community of more 
than a hundred colleges.” 

When Audrey was 16 and a junior in high 
school, she became a photographic and fashion 
model to earn extra income for college. Her 
mother would drive her to New York City 
after school. “One summer! worked as a fit model 
in the NY garment district for Kim Kory Coats. 
I was tall and thin but I had broad shoulders, 
so I could carry even the largest coat size 
very well.” 

Another summer during college she stayed 
in Boston and worked as a runway model at 
fashion shows. In her third summer between 
classes at Tufts, she lived at home and took 


classes at Rutgers, including organic chemistry. 


“In college,” she told me, “I had all A’s in 
English. I loved literature and the humanities. In 
the courses | would need to become a doctor, 
though, I was only a B student. | talked to my 
parents and student advisors about this. At that 
time the scientific world wasn’t as supportive of 
women in the medical field. Many women who 
went on to medical school were seen as just 
taking the place of men who might otherwise 
become doctors.” 

What should she do after graduation? Back 
then there were only limited choices for women. 
“It was retail training programs at Macy’s or 
Bloomingdales, getting a teaching degree, 
or going to secretarial school. Well, I knew 
how to type, anyway. | thought to find a job 
where I could combine science and business 
and found this wonderful job at the Revlon 
Research Center in the Bronx,” she told me. “I 
became assistant to Dr. Earle Brauer, Medical 
Director and Dr. Donald Updyke, the Director 
of Pharmacological Research. We tested new 
ingredients and submitted them to the FDA 
in Washington, D.C. for approval. Soon I was 
promoted to Assistant to the Vice Present of 
Marketing in NYC.” 

For the next 20 years, Audrey moved up 
the corporate ladder in the advertising and 
marketing worlds. With her experience at 
Revlon, she was recruited by J.P. Stevens, the 
second largest U.S. textile company, to become 
Director of Advertising and Fashion at Stevens 
Hosiery, a new division. 

“Stevens was launching three new hosiery 
brands at the same time and it was an 
extraordinary opportunity and experience. | 
hired innovative (Continued on next page) 
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ad agencies, developed creative marketing 
programs and travelled to 90 of the top 100 
retailers to present the new brands. It was like 
‘baptism by fire,’ and I really paid my dues.” 
After several years, she was recruited by 
Elizabeth Arden. Audrey started as Manager 
of Sales Promotion, designing innovative 
gift-with-purchase and purchase-with- 
purchase concepts. She traveled to Japan and 
Taiwan to approve production of these very 
successful items. “It was a challenging and 
fascinating position. Adapting advertising to 
the different cultural needs of each country 
was like shuttle diplomacy. We also discovered 
photographers and models who later became 
famous. And my science background was 
particularly helpful when I visited the Arden 


laboratories in Indianapolis to create ad 
campaigns using scientific data and language.” 

Audrey married an orthopedic surgeon but 
they were divorced after five years. 

In the mid-1980s, after being offered a Vice 
Presidency and more responsibility but no 
raise, which Audrey felt was an unfair offer, she 
left Elizabeth Arden and went out on her own. 
She created International Creative Marketing, a 
marketing consultancy firm. 

“My first client,” she said, “was a division 
of Bracco, the third largest pharmaceutical 
company in Italy. They wanted to expand 
distribution of one of their brands into the U.S. 


] found for them an appropriate distributor and — 


was given several other projects to handle.” 
Her company thrived. She developed a tie-in 
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with the Doral Hotel and Golf Resort in Miami 


and the Terme di Saturnia skin care line in 
Italy to create the Doral Saturnia Spa. She then 
became President and co-owner of the Terme di 
Saturnia skin care line and launched it at Saks 
Fifth Avenue. 

And then she met Martin Gruss. “A friend 
introduced us,” she said. “I fell in love and~ 
married a man who lives life to the fullest. . 
He not only is a brilliant businessman but 
also a gentleman and a sportsman. He was an 
equestrian and had an international high-goal 
polo team, which he played on for many years. 
He went helicopter skiing. He raced and now 
collects vintage cars; he enjoys golf. The year 
that I married was the same year I launched 
Terme di Saturnia. I had to travel to launch the 
brand at the key Saks branches. Sometimes 
I couldn’t fly home to be with Martin. So | 
realized that something had to be done. Martin 
never said anything, but my life had taken a 
new turn. And I went to my partner at Doral and 
asked if he’d buy me out, and he did.” 

Martin Gruss entered into his marriage to 
Audrey with two children, a family business that 
he.had bought and steered into a leading Wall 
Street firm, and a desire to do great philanthropic - 
work. Audrey, with her corporate executive 
skills in marketing, was in a perfect position to 
help guide donations to education, science and 
the cultural arts, while encouraging others to 
do the same, and so became President of the 
Audrey and Martin Gruss Foundation. The pair 
have donated, and raised, more than $200 million 
for the Lawrenceville School in New Jersey. 
Audrey and a co-chair raised $38 million in Palm 
Beach in one year toward a is of the two 
hospitals there. 

Audrey Gruss’s philanthropic efforts have 
both a U.S. and international dimension. In New 
York, sheis a board member of Lincoln Center for 
the Performing Arts, Lenox Hill Neighborhood 
House and is a former board member of The 
Public Theater/NY Shakespeare Festival.

“Do work with a local broker who knows the area well—you need to trust in your 
broker, and liking them helos—if you don’t find a new one! A good relationship 
with your broker will help them understand your needs and they can identify a 
property that wouldn't have been on the initial list but works perfectly—maybe 
in a slightly different area or at a lower price point with a few changes to make 
it the perfect home. 

1. Do think about your future needs-you should probably expect to own a 
home for at least five years—make sure that you are taking in to consideration 
any additional family members and age changes or additional guests who 
may spend more time with you in future years. Look at a number of homes 
and identify which you like and which will work best for you needs now and 
in the future. 

2. Do have an inspection—even as a cash buyer on a newer home! While 
it is possible to get a sense of the home there are things that we can’t see 
with naked eye—plumbing, wiring, foundations etc. This could be the biggest 
purchase you make it your life—don’t chance it—make a solid investment. 

3. Don't forget the additional costs involved in buying a home — there are closing 
costs to be considered —ask your broker to explain the Peconic Bay Community 
Preservation Fund (2% Tax) and New York State Mansion Tax if you are 
purchasing a home over $1,000,000. After closing there are taxes, insurance — 
homeowners and flood—service and maintenance costs. Make sure you are 
aware of these, especially if you live in an apartment, and will be comfortable 
paying these even with a change in household income. Some costs can be 
defrayed by renting the home during season—work out the income potential. 

1. Don't buy a house for the shiny things in it—the sellers and stagers usually 
tend to take these out! Try to look at the space and not the stuff in it. You, or 
your decorator, will have an opportunity to imprint your own style on any home 
and minor changes to décor and furnishings can have a dramatic effect—you 
too can have a magazine quality home! 

2. Don't ask for too many other people’s opinions—you are the ones buying 
the home—everyone has an opinion on the neighborhood, price, style, even 
your second cousin in Idaho who hasn't ever been to the Hamptons but may 
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have once looked at Zillow. This will be your home, it is your budget and your 
money—too many opinions will simply confuse you and spread doubt in the 
whole process."—Maz Crotty, Licensed Associate Real Estate Broker, 
Nest Seekers International 


“In today's market, with well priced homes moving briskly, one of the things that 
buyers need to do is to have their financial ducks in order. If they need to finance, 
they should be talking with their bank or mortgage broker to be sure they qualify. 
But more important than having a pre-qualifying letter is to have documentation 
with the lender. This can facilitate making ano mortgage contingency offer which 
is attractive to sellers. Another “do” for the buyer is to find a real estate broker 
that will have their best interests in mind, that knows the market and is a “value- 
add" agent that comes to the table prepared. Lastly, do use a local attorney. 
A local attorney will know the various nuances of East End real estate clearing 
restrictions, permits and laws that lawyers outside the area aren't cognizant of. 

When it comes to the don’ts...Don’t hesitate to make an offer. I've seen buyers 
waver and then another buyer makes an offer to swoop in and get the home. 
When it comes to negotiating, don’t put in a low ball offer. All that does is to off 
put the seller. Granted it’s a business transaction but some sellers get emotional 
to the point of stopping negotiations. Even though a home is under contract, 
don't stop communicating with your broker. Many times a broker can iron out 
a problem that might arise in an economical and timely fashion. Knowing these 
basic do's and don’ts can go a long way in helping the buyer acquire his dream

@ | wake up every day challenged to do new things,” says acclaimed 
architect and interior designer Campion Platt. “A lot of my prototypes 
end up in my house,” he says of the furmiture in the Southampton beach 

bungalow he shares with wife Tatiana Platt, a former AOL executive, pointing to 

a leather chair in a guestroom. The “jet set” couple splits their time between a 

“jewel box” two-story loft in SOHo and a generous spread in Palm Beach. Here 

in the Hamptons they seem so at ease and away-from-it-all, with their children’s 

drawings and Lego creations decorating the living room juxtaposed with two 
works by artists James Houston, 

Their love story began a decade or so ago when they were set up on a blind 
date. At the time he, a former model, was an established architect with a degree 
from Columbia University and an emerging interior designer, making a name 
for himself as one of Architectural Digests Top 100 Architects and Designers 
working his way up and down the Upper East Side. The statuesque Tatiana was 
in Washington, DC working for AOL and, he says, had quite a “dramatic sense 
of style” with an apartment emblazoned with leopard print, red walls, and plenty 
of white lacquer and gold. 

Today the pair juggles family life with three young children—Fox (6), Xenia 
(5), and Rivoli (4)—a business empire, and multiple social commitments. Their 
Hamptons lifestyle includes nights at the Watermill Center, “(Watermill Center 
Artistic Director] Robert Wilson is a friend and | was on the board,” notes Tatiana, 
as well as the annual Parrish Art Museum’s Midsummer Gala. 

"| like to collect art but | don’t like to collect things,” Campion says when 
discussing their extensive art collection with pieces by Hunt Slonem (who gifted 
the couple with his famous bunny paintings to commemorate the birth of each of 


their children), Julian Schnabel, Donald Sultan, Ross Bleckner and Peter Beard. 


“We got this place when we were just newlyweds,” says Tatiana of the bungalow 
just off Mecox Bay. As it is located right on the water, the family enjoys as much 
time outside in the summer as possible. Dinner on the dock with snapping turtles 
and “monster fish” jumping in the tall grasses and evenings spent by the fire pit, 
vnich is clad in Turkish marble. The extensive patio, which Campion says is warm 


xr the foot and not hot like bluestone, makes this retreat an idyllic nest. 
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“Our favorite room is the outdoor shower. No one ever uses the indoor shower in 
the summertime. In the late afternoon with the sun and a breeze,” says Campion. 
“There's something when you get closer to nature that’s really fabulous.” 

At 1,500 square feet, the home is quite petite Compared to its much larger 
neighbors on Bumett Creek. Tatiana asserts that “maximizing small spaces” might 
be the signature element of Campion’s design aesthetic both as an architect and 
designer. “We got this house for the location, we love the beach. We thought 
to sell this house and we looked at a place in Bridgehampton. We had all the 
designs and aimed at what a 3-year-old would want. The house had rock walls,” 
Campion says of the dream house they designed but never built, while focusing 
on their Palm Beach abode instead. 

“After Hurricane Sandy hit we were flooded here with two feet of water in the 
basement,” he says of the natural disaster that was the impetus for the major 
renovation of their cottage. Tatiana gave him free reign to design the cottage, 
looking forward to the Surprise and says she “loved it.” Capitalizing on the views — 
the kitchen, large living room and dining room all face the creek. The former first 
floor master bedroom, now a guestroom, features a set of dramatic black and 
white tent panels that the couple picked up in Morocco, which now serve as 
a pair of curtains. In a second guestroom, bold pink and copper hues are the 
perfect backdrop for treasures collected in their travels, as well as pieces from 
designer showhouses past. 

The lower level was completely gutted and converted to a kid-friendly bedroom 
suite for the children with recessed curtain rails and panels to provide privacy. A 
cork wall with the children’s summer camp accomplishments and artwork decorate 
the hall to the garage-turned-master-bedroom. The garage-door-turned-window 
works by large lengths of rope, a nod to the nautical, rope wraps the metal frame 
to hide the mechanicals. “The kids love lowering the [light blocking shadel, it’s like 
something out of Star Wars for them,” adds Tatiana. 

“| started in New York 30 years ago and have had my own practice for the last 
2/ years,” says Campion. “| started doing smallish projects and renovations.” The 
designer just completed a large home in Southampton, is finishing a penthouse in

in Bridgehampton, Philadelohia and New Jersey. 
He'll soon be travelling to China, though about 
half of his work is in Central Park West and Park 
Avenue duplexes. 

Campion’s tum from architecture to furniture design 
came out of necessity. “For small apartments we 
had to find furniture to fit. ’'ve been making furniture 
now for 25 years,” he explains. The discerning client 
“wants to create something personal. Each client is 
different and each piece is different.” Over the years 
Campion has developed personal relationships 
with the artisans and craftsman who make his 
vision a reality. “The story of the furniture and the 
rugs become a story of the house. It used to be 
that way—250 years ago before we started mass 
producing furniture.” 

“In a branding world, designers are hired for their 
aesthetic,” says Tatiana, who manages all of the 
social media for the company. “His specialty is being 
able to take small spaces, like this one, and maximize 
the use of it. To create special finishes and built-ins.” 

As both an architect and interior design Campion, 
whose clientele includes Roger Waters, Robert 
DeNiro, Meg Ryan and his friend Jay Mclinerney 
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(who wrote the foreword for Campion’s book, 
Made to Order), says he can “look at a room as a 
whole. In my office it’s a collaborative effort and 
the only way to make the two come together. | like 
a space to have a fresh and modem feel where 
your eyes move through the room.” As opposed 
to an interior designer who might start with the rug 
to set the room, he says, “I started doing interior 
design because | was interested in it. | always do the 
carpet last.” 

Because his work is so fluid, Campion was chosen 
by Russell Simmons to design the original Def Jam 
offices. “That was the Wild West. We did a lot of street 
architecture with a hallway of convex mirrors, which 
made the jewelry look bigger. We also had aluminum 
casts made of the sneakers of the principals that we 
strung up and backlit. It was a new take on things 
that were important in Rap Culture at the time and 
making that part of the design.” 

“You are building their life for them,” Campion says 
of the work that still inspires and challenges him while 
taking him to the ends of the earth and back. “| know 
how important it is to soend time with my family... 
now | go to work and then | get to come back to my 
wondertul cottage by the pond.”

For Steven Dubb, President of the Beechwood Organization, it’s a challenge 
he has welcomed, starting a few years ago in Southampton and now growing 
northward with The Highlands Club. “! discovered the North Fork two years 
ago, and | was struck by just how beautiful it is—the rolling farmland, far less 
develooment, far less crowded than the South Fork, and | thought, this is really 
a beautiful place to live,” he says. “There’s nothing else left on Long Island like 
hat anymore.” 

Spoken like a man with his feet, and his heart, on both forks. Beechwood 
created its first luxury condominium project on the East End at Bishops Pond 
in 2018, offering the allure of not only beautiful homes but a life enjoying 
the likes of a pond-side pool, a private fitness center, strolling Southampton 
Village and biking to Coopers Beach. Now with their first foray on the North 
Fork, Dubbo notes how The Highlands has drawn buyers moving out from 
New York City and up-island, full-timers and those buying summer homes, 
as well as folks from Southampton and Water Mill and Westhampton who've 
“sold their houses there and are looking for some peace and quiet again, or 
even buying a home to occupy in the summer while they rent their homes in 
the Hamptons.” 

Golfing, boating, Long Island Wine Country...the goal at the Highlands Club 
is to capitalize on the best the North Fork has to offer. For all the region’s 
growing popularity, there remain a few surprises for would-be buyers. “l think 
are surprised by the extent of the lifestyle that the North Fork offers,” 
Dubb says. “l think they come with this preconception that it’s going to be a 
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house and farmland and that’s it, but there’s such accessibility and year-round 
activities up there.” 

The success of The Highlands Club is a testament to both meeting the 
demands of a market and the state of the overall real estate market itself, now 
feeling far removed from the economic meltdown of 2008. “Overall, 2013 was 
the year that things turned around for us,” Dubb says. “We opened our Bishops 
Pond project in Southampton in May of 2013, and we were really unsure what 
we were going to get, and what actually happened exceeded our wildest 
expectations. We sold 52 houses in the first year and raised prices six times, 
and that was really a turning point, because for seven years before that we were 
just in the doldrums of the housing market.” 

There is a discernible pride in Dubb’s voice as he speaks of the business that 
his family has built over the past three decades, a company that is increasing 
its presence on the East End and also has “about 2,000 homes in the pipeline 
in different projects west of the Shinnecock Canal,” he says. “Thirty years 
of experience helps in a lot of ways,” he says. “All of that know-how and 
knowledge. A lot of people have a fear of buying a new-construction house from 
a builder who is going to turn around and walk away... The longer we're around, 
the more you realize how valuable your reputation is.” 

He pauses, then there’s a slight chuckle in his voice. “Overall, in the good times 
like we're in now, everybody and his cousin becomes a builder. My father says 
you know when the doctors are building spec houses that you're near a peak, 
and | think we're probably at that point in the Hamptons.” 

For all the strength of Beechwood’s past, Dubb is focused on moving forward 
with every step, especially at The Highlands Club, where “we wanted to attract a 
more sophisticated buyer,” he notes.

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it was easy to replicate them at Highlands,” he adds, noting how homes have 
become increasingly lifestyle-focused in design. “Now at a minimum a home has 
nine-foot ceilings, we offer extensive wood floors, beautiful kitchens, stainless 
steel appliances, extensive trim—people’s expectations of what they want have 
changed in the last 20 years.

DISCRIMINATION ISSUES IN RESIDENTIAL REAL ESTATE LEASING

ere on the East End, landlords have an incredible number of issues to dea 

with, not the least of which is considering to whom they will open their 
doors as tenants. Landlords and their agents are restricted by civil rights laws 
from privately discriminating against prospective and current tenants. In fact, the 
seminal U.S. Supreme Court case of Reitman v. Mulkey expressly found that a 
private right to discriminate was unconstitutional. Yet, what does it mean for a 
landiord to discriminate? Here are the five ways a landlord can get sued under 
discrimination laws. 


Different Terms, Conditions, or Privileges 

Every prospect should have the same availability of a rental with respect to 
its terms, conditions, and privileges. This means that a landlord can’t include 
different provisions within their lease agreements, such as rental charges, security 
deposits, length of the lease, prepaid months and closing requirements, which 
are varied based upon the applicant’s characteristic profile (i.e., their existence 
in a protected class). Further, the landlord can’t fail or delay maintenance or 
repairs based upon the applicant's characteristic profile. This includes limiting 
privileges, services and facilities that are associated with the dwelling (e.g., pool 
is only for Christians). Interestingly, setting different terms, conditions or privileges 
does not only address a situation where such terms, conditions or privileges are 
modified to the detriment of the rental prospect based upon their existence in 
a given protected class, but also for such terms, conditions or privileges which 
are modified for the benefit of the prospect (e.g., 10% off monthly rentals for 
Greeks because the landlord is active in the Greek Orthodox Church). 
The message is to treat every rental prospect equally regardless of their 
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False Unavailability 

Before the negotiation stage in a transaction (i.e., where lease terms are 
addressed) many brokers and landlords have a practice of screening applicants 
through stereotyping their characteristics in order to predict whether they would 
be an ideal tenant. However, rendering a property unavailable for inspection or 
rental through words or conduct constitutes actionable discrimination regardless 
if the applicant was ever going to make an actual offer to rent the property. 
Further, no lease provisions can restrict use to certain protected classes (6.g., 
pregnant tenants will be evicted), including restrictions on subleasing (é.g., 
subleasing is only available to non-Section 8 tenants). Still further, a rental 
listing can’t include words that limit certain priced dwellings to a protected class 
(e.g., affordable housing—pertect for Mexican immigrants) or render an implied 
limitation by providing false or inaccurate information regarding the availability of 
a dwelling based upon a prospect's existence in a protected class (e.g., stating 
that we have no one-bedroom apartments in response to a question about the 
location of the closest mosque). The message is to always provide interested 
prospects with access to inspect and learn about a rental regardless if their 
Characteristics make you feel that they aren’t a good fit (i.e., you can’t judge a 
book by its cover). 


Publishing Discrimination 
No, this is not about owning a publishing company, but instead, a landlord 
cannot say or print anything that indicates a preference, limitation, or discrimination 
based upon a class of persons (e.g., furnished rental with expensive antiques — 
no children). Printed notices include, but are not limited to applications, flyers, 
brochures, deeds, signs, banners, posters CONTINUED ON PAGE 3O 
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and billboards. In fact, a landlord’s act 
of only placing printed ads about their property, which are neutral in terms 
of discrimination (i.¢., not discriminatory), in media channels which exclude 
particular segments of the housing market, based upon their existence in 
a demographic class, is discriminatory (i.e., only running ads for a rental in 
Westhampton Beach in Jewish Weekly to attract those interested in the eruy). 
Remember, discrimination can be made through words, phrases, photographs, 
illustrations, symbols, or forms. Interestingly, a landlord expressing their 
preference for certain classes of persons is in and of itself discriminatory (e.g., 
don't bring tenants under 30 years old). The message here is to always watch 
what you say and more so, remember, in the age of the internet anyone can find 
your discriminatory advertisement if they are looking for it to bring a sult. 


Discriminatory Secondary Effects 
Regardless if a landlord’s actions are expressly discriminatory on their face (i.e., 
targeting an express protected class of persons), by way of setting different 
terms, Conditions or privilege for the rental, expressing false unavailability or by 
publis nes discriminatory content, a landlord can still wind up as a defendant in a 
discriminatory claim by way of the secondary effects of their actions. The seminal 
US ape ne Court’s case of Texas Department of Housing and Community 


Affairs v. The Inclusive Communities Project, Inc. ruled that discriminatory 
intent is unnecessary to have a cognizable discrimination claim and instead, 
a victim only has a three- al ent burden to bring a claim for disparate impact 
discrimination, including: (1) the action or policy results in statistical discrimination 
against a protected class; (2) there is a specific policy held or perpetrated by the 
defendant that is causing the disparate-impact discrimination; and (3) there is 


an alternative practice or 
the defendant's 


la that has less disparate impact aa still serving 
legitimate needs. The message here is to never try to study the 
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applicable protected classes in order to connive how you can get away with 
crafting a rental practice so as to avoid express acts of discrimination while still 
achieving a bigoted goal. Instead, every rental policy by the landlord must be 
strioped of any and all prejudice. Remember, business is about money only. 


Retaliation 

Should a prospective tenant or current tenant make a complaint to the Division of 
Human Rights or otherwise assert a claim of discrimination its equally actionable 
if the landlord coerces, intimidates, threatens, or interferes with such person in 
exercising a Fair Housing right. In fact, a real estate broker can bring suit if a 
landlord discharges them or takes any other adverse action as a result of their 
refusal to participate in discrimination. Real estate brokers are the gatekeepers of 

ur housing market and they are charged with ensuring equal access regardless 
of a tenant’s characteristics. Landlords need to stop shooting the messenger 
(e.g., firing a broker who advises that a landlord can’t discriminate). One day a 
broker will Sue a landlord for such a retaliatory action. 


Housing anti-discrimination laws exist on the federal, state, county, city, town 
and village level, with each protecting different characteristics of persons. 
Landlords must therefore familiarize themselves with each law before acting in the 
industry. Alternatively, landlords would be best served by selecting their tenants 
through simply accepting the highest and best offer that meets or exceeds the 
landiord’s terms without even knowing the demographic characteristics of the 
prospect. Not having knowledge of a tenant’s characteristics is the best defense 
to a claim of discrimination. /

days. They said it was a ‘nervous breakdown’ 
and she was hospitalized. My father, sisters 
and I weren’t told much more. [My mother] 
Hope was given numerous medications over 
the years, but they all had side effects and she 
never returned to being the talented, funny and 
energetic mother we knew.” 

Audrey’s mother suffered the classic signs of 
depression—loss of hope, loss of pleasure, loss 
of energy, too little or too much sleep, inability 
to focus, change in eating habits and body and 
mind function. And then, in 2005, after many 
years of suffering, her mother died. She was 84. 

Audrey had to look into this. Why was so little 
effective? What she found was that doctors 
still used electric shock therapy treatment as 
a primary weapon against depression. But this 
procedure was over 100 years old. There were 
also anti-depressants such as Prozac, which had 
been on the market for more than 30 years. And 
that was it. Prozac and its related SSRI + SNRI 
medications helped only about half the people 
who took them. And what Audrey thought were 
‘new” drugs that might work better were only 
variations of SSRIs and SNRIs, the serotonin and 
norepinephrine-type anti-depressants. 

“lI also found that Big Pharma had virtually 
stopped doing research on_ mind/brain 
medications. This had happened, it seems, 
because when patents expired and generics 
largely took over, the money for research dried 
up. Who’s researching? Very few.” 

Her mother’s name was Hope. The foundation 
was Started in 2006 and is named in memory of 
her—Hope for Depression Research Foundation 


(HDRF). In its first four years, the charity has 
funded 130 grants in 12 countries, 18 U.S. cities 
and at 48 universities. 

“I decided to do my very best to create this 
foundation to bring attention to this situation, 
and at the same time find new ways to do 
research to stop this illness. It is my life’s work, 
to help find a cure for this disease that is the 
leading cause of disability for people age 14 
to 45. Twenty million adults have depression 
in the U.S. each year. Over 350 million are 
estimated to have it worldwide. 

Audrey described to me how research 
was currently being done. “It is glacial,” she 
said. “There are research labs at most large 
universities. Each one wants to be the recipient 
of the largest funding. They work separately. 
They make a discovery; they publish it; then 
they present it at a conference. It takes years 
for ideas to be assimilated by other scientists.” 

Audrey decided to create a new way to 
do this research and formed the Depression 
Task Force. It is made up of eight of the 
leading neuroscientists in the U.S. and Canada, 
pioneers in their field, who have created a 
strategic plan of what is missing and needed in 
depression research. Each is executing a piece 
of the research plan. The individual results 
are reported in real time into an HDRF Data 
Center at the University of Michigan. In four 
years of this accelerated research, they have 
found three genetic areas that show evidence 
of being involved in depression. The work of 
the Depression Task Force is considered to be 
the most advanced depression research in the 


U.S. today. On November 10, HDRF will hold its 
annual fundraiser at a converted church at 583 
Park Avenue. Speakers at previous fundraising 
events have included Brooke Shields, Richard 
Dreyfuss, Candace Bushnell, Linda Hamilton, 
Terry Bradshaw and Loraine Bracco, all of 
whom have dealt with depression in their 
personal lives.

went on to become the first woman admitted 
to the International Alliance of Theatrical Stage 
Employees (IATSE) as a gaffer, moving to New 
York in 1970. Gainey holds a BFA in film and 
television from the Tisch School of the Arts 
at New York University. She has spent over 35 
years working on motion pictures and as an 
architectural lighting designer, mainly in New 
York and on the West Coast. 

She was an early member of New York Women 
in Film and Television, serving two terms as 
president. Gainey became a leading lighting 
designer and consultant, operating her design 
studio, Gotham Light & Power Inc., in both 
New York City and Los Angeles. She designed 
lighting systems for restaurants, offices, retail 
stores, museums, and residences here and 
abroad, including Dreamworks Records, Warner 
Bros., and the beloved Manhattan restaurants 
Gramercy Tavern and Union Square Café. She 
has received numerous lighting accolades, 
including two International Illumination 
Design Awards presented by the Illuminating 
Engineering Society of North America as well as 
the G.E. Edison Award. 

This explains the title of her book—the 
GAFFER—at least on the surface. Open it up 
to a world of mysteries revealed. Short poems 
pulsing with remarkably brutal honesty, verve... 
bright light. 

Where does the gaffer in Gainey end and the 
poet begin? They are one, of course—this girl 
is a “best boy.”

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Johnathan Hallgrey

This week’s cover art, 
celebrating the 40th 
_ Anniversary of the Hampton 
Classic Horse Show, is also 
the official poster for the 
show, created by Johnathan 
Hallgrey. Called “Three 
Hunters,” the 30” x 40” oil 
_ pastel on paper is part of the 
artist’s Equestrian Series, 
a grouping that includes 
hunters, polo players, jockeys, and even a zebra. 
Hallgrey’s love of horses dates to the early 
1980s when he learned to ride, both in English 
and Western styles. “Three Hunters” depicts 
the English style. There’s been no hunting or 
- polo playing for Hallgrey himself, though many 
of his international celebrity clients do both. He 
was inspired by the “sheer elegance and style” 
and riding, by the ‘ ‘graceful stillness 
equine and the exquisite equestrian attire 
ot dressage and hunt fashions.” But he doesn’t 
own a horse, he notes, because “it’s dreadfully 
hard to fit one in a New York apartment closet.” 
The remark is wonderfully apt for an artist 
whose humor informs so much of his work, 
particularly the “counting and color” books 
he creates. Ostensibly for children, they 
also engage adults who can appreciate the 
clever compositions of fanciful faceless 
figures, elongated two-dimensional 


_ silhouettes, and alliterative lords and ladies 


and littles who rule sig clube a with wit 
and whimsy. 


Why do you refer to yourself as a self- 
trained artist? 

I learned by looking and teaching myself, 
but I was fortunate in having a grandmother 
artist, a bohemian, and an artist mom. For a 
while I worked for the Museum of Modern Art 
in books and posters, and | loved writers of the 
jazz age and Hollywood classic films, the style, 
the humor of movies such as Some Like It Hot. 
I refer to myself as an affordable artist. | want 
people to be able to buy my books and prints. 
I also like to refer to myself as someone for 
whom art work is fun. If someone giggles and 
laughs, that’s great. | believe that you either 
have a talent for art or you don’t, and if you do 
and pursue it, do it on your own, carve out your 
own niche. 


Your website features other eccentricities, 
among them series on the Jazz Age, the 
Wingback Chair, Costume. Do _ these 
subjects suggest a more varied and 
diverse Hallgrey than is generally known, 
someone who plays with such experiences 
in art? 
To tell the truth, and why not, I’ve been a 
-movie extra in a lot of films, including a couple 
of horror pictures. [Google “johnathan hallgrey 
movie extra.” You'll see stills of him in, among 
other movies, American Gangster, The Bourne 
Legacy, Babylon Fields, The Adjustment Bureau, 
Wall Street 2, Thanks for Sharing, the second 
season of Boardwalk Empire, and a great shot 
of Hallgrey shopping in SoHo for movie props 
and wardrobe. He’s in shades and wearing a 
raccoon Coat.] 


You love’ turning out 
alphabet and flip books, 
such as the forthcoming The 
Enchanted Kingdom of Sir 
Thomas Tattletale. “Three 
Hunters” is the cover of your 
counting and color book. What 
was the motive for creating 
these books? 

I looked at an alphabet book 
done by a friend. It seemed 
too complicated. I wanted 
something truly educational 
with tongue twisters and 
fun that would help expand 


a child’s vocabulary, while - 


teaching pronunciation and 
geography. And books that 
would have international reach 
and be read by children .and 
adults in different countries.

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with what I was doing though, it seemed so 
essential to me as an individual, that | pursued 
it voraciously, going back to school in my 
late 50s and getting my MFA.

One contribution made by Jan, my mentor, 
was singling out the strange little surreal poem 
that is the prologue poem, “once upon a time 
on all hallows’ eve in gotham city.”

Gainey points out, “Arriving at a final assembly 
for a book of poems is a mysterious and elusive 
practice. This process of trying to form an 
entity, which is neither literal or linear really, 
but needs to have some kind of arc to it, needs 
to have a certain cohesion, but still needs to 
have the air and mystery and roominess of 
poetry about it—was a huge surprise to me. 
Kind of like capturing lightning in a bottle. | 
knew it in my bones when | finally arrived at the 
final version, but how I got there, how all of this 
happened, was just some kind of wild, magical, 
carpet ride. 

The GAFFER was featured in O The Oprah 
Magazine as one of “8 new books of poetry to 
savor” and there’s a lot to devour here. Gainey 
shares her unique and compelling insights 
that include observations made on the sets of 
famous movies and television program (from 
Taxi Driver to The Wiz, to 60 Minutes and 
20/20), in a D.C. hotel room and in New York “in 
the days of early polyester”—the title of one of 
Gainey’s shimmering poems. 

Gainey’s chapbook, Jn the land of speculation & 
seismography (Seven Kitchens Press, 2011), was 
runner-up for the 2010 Robin Becker Prize. She 
has been nominated for a Pushcart Prize and has 
been a guest on Prosody, the public radio show 
on NPR affiliate WESA-FM, which showcases

Qualification for Sunday’s event takes place on 
Friday with the $50,000 Douglas Elliman Grand 
Prix Qualifier CSI4* Presented by LONGINES. The 
$40,000 LONGINES Cup on Saturday rounds out FEI 
competition at the Classic. These three competitions, 
and the other open jumper classes that take place 
throughout the week, award points toward the 
$30,000 LONGINES Rider Challenge. The winner 
receives $30,000 and a LONGINES timepiece. 

Two-time Olympic team gold medalists McLain 
Ward and Beezie Madden head the impressive 
list of show jumping superstars entered in this 
year’s Classic. Ward has won the Hampton Classic 
Grand Prix a record six times, and he is entered on 
Rothchild, the horse on whom he won the individual 
Gold Medal at the XVII Pan American Games in 
Toronto, Canada earlier this summer. 

In addition to her two Olympic team gold medals, 
Beezie Madden also won the individual Bronze Medal 
in 2008 and the FEI World Cup Championship in 2013. 
She has been named the USEF Equestrian of the Year 
four times. She is entered on Cortes “C” on whom 
she just won the LONGINES King George V Gold Cup 
in Hickstead, England for the second consecutive 
year. She is the only woman rider ever to win the 
prestigious event in its 109-year history. 

Other top U.S. riders at the Classic include 
Olympic veterans Margie Engle, Peter Leone, Peter 
Wylde, Chris Kappler and Mario. Deslauriers, as 
well as crowd favorite Georgina Bloomberg, Ward’s

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Three Decades of Helping East End Animals 


BY SHARON FEIEREISEN 


amela Green has spent the last three decades 
working as the Executive Director of the Kent 
Animal Shelter in Calverton. When she took on 
the role there were only three employees and the 
shelter was on the brink of closing due to financial 
difficulties. Thirty years later the Kent Animal Shelter 
is a well-respected institution in the animal welfare 
field. In 2009, the Shelter received honors on a 
national level as Shelter of the Year. Kent’s reach 
stretches outside Long Island as it rescues animals 
in kill shelters in the South and puppy mill castaways 
in the Midwest. In 2014 Kent oversaw 750 adoptions, 
rescued 711 animals and it performed 4,000 low-cost 
spay/neuter surgeries. 
We spoke with Green to find out more about her 
very important work. 


Can you tell us a little bit about your background? 

I grew up on Long Island and my family was never 
complete without an array of critters—cats, dogs, 
chickens, horses and a duck named Sam. My parents 
were the greatest inspiration for my career in animal 
welfare. A career in Vet Med was my original goal 
and so | attended Cornell and graduated with a 
degree in Bio Sciences. I also worked in between at 
a small animal practice. I enrolled in grad school at 
the University of Kentucky [but], during a break, this 
opportunity at Kent Animal Shelter presented itself 
as if fate had crossed my path. Kent was a small and 
relatively unknown animal shelter. With very little 


money to remain in operation, the 
board of directors elected to take one 
last chance to keep the shelter open. 

The challenge was huge then and it 
still is today. At the time there were 
only a few employees to take care of a 
small amount of animals that resided 
at the shelter. There was a spay/ 
neuter clinic that had closed. 


Can you tell us about fundraising? 
Fundraising was a new career for me 

as well. | was given a small book with 

names of people that had donated in 


the past so I began to write letters Pam and Frodo 


asking for support. I re-opened the 

clinic. The number of animals in crisis situations 
was plentiful then, as it is today, so we began to 
take them under our wing. I attended fundraising 
school at LIU/C.W. Post and earned a degree in Fund 
Raising Management. 


What are some of the biggest day-to-day challenges? 

The biggest challenges are reaching out to as many 
animals that need help as possible, raising enough 
money every year to provide the best of care for 
them until permanent homes are found and making 
the best of an aging shelter until a new facility with a 
much greater capacity becomes a reality. 


What would you say to people who are wary of 
adopting shelter animals? 


To people that are apprehensive 
about adopting animals from shelters, 
I would say that shelters have a wide 
variety of pets of all ages, [and] all 
breeds, that have been evaluated for 
any possible behavior issues. They 
have been vaccinated, micro-chipped, 

_ received a clean bill of health and are 
| 3spayed or neutered. And when you 
sadopt, you save a life. When you go to 
| 2a pet shop and purchase a dog or cat, 
| Syou are potentially buying yourself a 
| bucket load of problems, both health 
B 3and behavioral. The parents of those 
animals are cared for with the lowest 
standard of care possible. They are 
caged in horrible conditions for a lifetime of breeding 
for profit so “Adopt Don’t Shop!” 


What do you think it takes to be a strong leader? 
As far as leadership skills, | think they’re relatively 
the same regardless of profession. Dedication, 
determination, passion for what you do, being able to 
manage and work with various personalities bringing 
them together under a common cause. Also, the 
ability to make important and sometimes crucial 
decisions under difficult and pressing circumstances 
and standing by it with the confidence of knowing that 
you used all your skills and knowledge to do so. ft.

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Remembering Stony Brook

s students head back to school, it’s interesting 
to remember the history of our own Stony 
Brook University (SBU), one of America’s most 
dynamic public universities. SBU is a center of 
' academic excellence and an essential part of the 
region’s economy. Stony Brook University, which 
was originally called The State University College of 
Long Island at Oyster Bay, was established in 1957 
as a college for the preparation of secondary school 
teachers of mathematics and science. It was initially 
housed at a former Gold Coast estate in Oyster Bay. 
The establishment of the Stony Brook campus 
began in 1959, when the State University of New York 
embarked on a $150 million building program on 480 
acres of woodlands in Stony Brook. The land, near 
the historic village of Stony Brook, was donated by 
local philanthropist Ward Melville. The construction 
coincided with the issuance of the Heald Report, a 
study of New York State’s higher education programs 
commissioned by Governor Nelson A. Rockefeller. 
This. report recommended that a major university 
center be established on Long Island to “stand with 
the finest in the country.” On April 8, 1960, Governor 
Rockefeller, Ward Melville and Frank C. Moore, 
Chairman of the SUNY Board of Trustees, turned 
the first spades of dirt at the formal groundbreaking 
ceremonies in Stony Brook. The new campus was 
designated a university center on June 6, 1960 and 
subsequently renamed the State University of New 
York (SUNY), Long Island Center. 


University’s Genesis 


Dr. John Francis Lee was 
appointed as the University’s 
first president on January 1, 1961. 
His mandate from SUNY was to 
convert the Long Island Center 
from a science and engineering 
college to a full-scale university, 
complete with liberal arts and 
sciences programs and a graduate 
school. Although these edicts 
were fulfilled, Dr. Lee resigned in | 
November 1961. SUNY President ®™ 
Dr. 
subsequently appointed as Acting 
Administrative Head of the University. 

In 1962, the new campus was complete. Part of the 
State University of New York system, the University 
has grown tremendously since then and is now 
recognized as one of the nation’s important centers 
of learning and scholarship. 

Along with Stony Brook Medicine (consisting of the 
schools of Dental Medicine, Health Technology and 
Management, Medicine, Nursing and Social Welfare 
as well as the hospital), Stony Brook University 
administers Stony Brook Manhattan, a Research 
and Development Park and four business incubators 
including one at Calverton, New York, as well as the 
Stony Brook Southampton campus on Long Island’s 
East End. Stony Brook also co-manages Brookhaven 
National Laboratory. 

Nobel laureates, Guggenheim fellows and 
MacArthur grant winners teach on the campus, 


Thomas H. Hamilton was _ Nelson Rockefeller on the new campus 


making the academic atmosphere 
extremely desirable for 
outstanding students. U.S. News 
& World Report ranks Stony Brook 
among the top 100 universities in 
#the nation, and the Times Higher 
zEducation World University 
Rankings places it in the top 1% 
2 of universities in the world. A 
member of the elite Association 
Zof American Universities, Stony 
™ S Brook is one of the 62 top research 
institutions in North America. 

SBU’s faculty is made up of leaders 
in significant national and worldwide projects. Some 
of these projects include uncovering the causes of 
lobster mortality in Long Island Sound, searching 
for the origins of man in Kenya’s Turkana Basin, and 
managing the national parks of Madagascar. They 
also have made significant contributions to National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration (NASA) 
initiatives, such as examining Martian minerals for 
evidence of life. 

The Stony Brook campus opened on Sunday, 
September 16, 1962 with 780 students registered 
in its programs. Today, there are over 24,000 
students enrolled at the University during fall terms 
(approximately 20,600 at the West Campus and 3,400 
at the East Campus, or Health Sciences Center; and 
200 are enrolled at Southampton). More than 28,000 
students from over 100 countries register over the 
course of an entire calendar year. Bi

Tomato Season Comes to the East End 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


growing heirloom varieties as well as some standard 


hybrids, what a selection there is. 


Tomato season is finally here Hybrid tomatoes are what we generally think about 


when we think about tomatoes: Early Girl, Big Beef, 
Better Boy, Roma, Super Sweet 100. These varieties 
are dependably sized and shape-specific. They can 
be early maturing, provide a very good yield and 
may have good disease resistance. They have been 
bred specifically to deliver these qualities. Some 
tomatoes have been bred for more commercial 
qualities—like those we buy in the grocery store— 
best avoided—or those grown for use in processed 


No longer do 
we need to satisfy ourselves 
with the greenhouse-grown 
tomatoes that have been 
available from some roadside 
stands, as good as those 
are.

food products like ketchup and tomato sauce. 

Hybrid tomatoes can be grown from seeds out of a 
packet, but if you save seeds from hybrid tomatoes 
and plant them, the resulting tomatoes will not 
match the ones you grew initially. This is because 
hybrids are developed by crossing one or more 
tomato varieties. : 

I plant some hybrids, though. They are favorites, 
and those big healthy plants with big beefsteak 
tomatoes please clients (and me!). But if you 
want a different tomato experience, you must try 
some heirlooms. | 

An heirloom tomato variety must be traceable 
to before 1940 or be at least 50 years old. They are 
self-pollinating, so when the seeds are saved from 


one crop, the new plants are like their parents. Over. 


generations, the seeds from the best tomatoes in 
each crop—biggest, most favorable, most disease- 


resistant, etc.—are saved and then planted the - 


next year, creating a slow, natural progression of 
adaptability to a region and, over time, reflecting the 
preferences of the family growing them. They might 
also cross pollinate with another variety growing 
close by and perhaps produce another type to add 
to the mix. 

Heirloom tomato plants produce more distinctive 
tomatoes than hybrids do. There are tiny to huge, 
white, green striped, red, pink. orange and even 
black. And each variety has its own flavor. They 
are almost without exception indeterminate so they 
require support if you want to keep the fruit from 
rotting while resting on wet soil, and also keep it 
away from insects and less exposed to fungus. I 
grow tomatoes on stakes allowing only one or two 
vines per stake for just these reasons—also, they 
look really attractive grown this way. This method 
also allows the tomatoes to see the sun and enjoy 
the breeze, which are both good for them. And, 
since the vine can grow only a limited amount of 
fruit, the fruits are better and bigger. This method 
also allows for more plants to be planted in an area 
because you can plant one every 18”. Lots of chances 
to experiment! 

Heirlooms do have limitations. They are notoriously 
thin-skinned—hence their absence from grocery 
stores and their potential priciness in farmers 
markets. They must be handled very carefully. Their 
shapes can be quite odd. Sometimes they remain 
green on the top. They can crack easily, especially 
after rain—which can also diminish their flavor. They 
can be more prone to disease. They may or may not 


be good producers. But they are worth the effort and. 


you will taste tomatoes like your grandparents ate. 
My parents always grew Rutgers tomatoes. It is a 
large determinate that produces almost all of its crop 
at the same time—a trait that makes it very good for 
canning which is just what we did with it. 
So next year, grow a mix of hybrids and heirlooms. 
Happy experimenting!

160 degrees, about 3 minutes. Stir the mixture well 
and, with a rubber spatula, scrape into cheesecloth- 
lined strainer over a bowl and allow the smoked chili 
oil to drip into a small glass for several hours. 


1. Have shrimp cleaned and ready for marinating; 
place in a bowl. In a small saucepan combine olive 
oil, garlic cloves thyme and rosemary sprigs. With 
lid ajar and the pan on the lowest heat, bring the 
mixture to the edge of a simmer. Cook for 5 to 6 
minutes and remove from heat. Cool thoroughly and 
pour over the shrimp. Cover bowl and marinate in 
the refrigerator overnight. 


Preheat oven to 375°F 


2. Prepare corn and tomato ahead. Place corn 
kernels in a bowl and toss with just enough olive oil 
to lightly coat, about 3 to 4 tablespoons. Add shallot, 
thyme leaves, jalapeno and salt and pepper to taste. 
Transfer corn.to a baking dish and roast in preheated 
oven for 25 to 30 minutes or until lightly browned. 
Transfer to a bowl and adjust seasoning if necessary. 
Can be prepared up to one day ahead. Refrigerate 


covered as necessary. 
' Preheat oven to 225°F. 


3. Quarter tomatoes and place on parchment 
paper-lined baking sheet. Arrange the quarters cut 
side up. Scatter thyme leaves and slice garlic over 
the tomatoes, Drizzle with olive oil and season with 
salt and pepper. Place in oven and roast for 2 1/2 
hours. Cool and place in a suitable container and 
refrigerate for up to 2 to 3 days.

Top 5 Risks for Airbnb Landlords 


BY ANDREW M. LIEB, ESQ., MPH 


t may seem East End homeowners have a money 

tree at their house. It’s easy, just rent your house 
for the weekend and the dollars will shake into your 
bank account. Better yet, companies like Airbnb can 
facilitate the process and get landlords timely and 
secure payments, right? Making money is never so 
easy. Here are five risks of using Airbnb. In each, 
you need to decide if an Airbnb host is a residential 
property landlord or instead a hotel operator, in 
order to understand your exposure. 


1. Hotel & Motel Sales Tax: Throughout the East 
End, hotels, motels, inns and bed and breakfast 
establishments are subject to New York State 
“sales tax on the room rate or rental charge for 
hotel occupancy.” According to the New York 
State Department of Taxation and Finance a “room 
remarketer (such as an internet travel site) is 
considered to be a hotel operator and must collect 
sales tax” on behalf of the hotel, but Airbnb’s (Le., 
the remarketer) website does not include New York 
in the areas that it affirms its procedure to collect 
and remit tax. See airbnb.com/help/article/653. 
Perhaps the reason that Airbnb doesn’t collect this 
tax is that bungalows (i.e., single-family living) are 
not taxable where no housekeeping, food or other 
common hotel services are available. However, hosts 
(i.e., landlords) would be best served to speak 


_ to their accountants before determining whether 


‘their rental is subject to sales tax or instead can 
' safely be classified as a bungalow. Landlords need 
not concern themselves with this tax, but if your 
property is being operated as a quasi-motel/bed and 
breakfast, your failure to pay tax could result in you 
finding yourself on the wrong side of a prosecution 
for tax fraud.

_ 2. Bed Tax Fraud: In Suffolk County, there is an 
additional bed tax and registration requirement, 
beyond the New York State Hotel & Motel Sales Tax, 
by way of the County’s Hotel Motel Tax (i.e., Bed Tax). 
The tax is at the “rate of 3% of the per-diem rental 
rate (exclusive of sales tax)” and must be remitted 
to the County quarterly. The tax is applicable to 
“[a]ny facility providing lodging on an overnight 
basis and shall include those facilities designated 
and commonly known as a ‘bed-and-breakfast,’ inns, 
cabins, cottages, campgrounds, tourist homes and 
convention centers” pursuant to §523-2 of the Suffolk 


County Code. Further, registration is required with 
the County Treasurer for the facility within 10 days 
of opening. Failing to either register or remit the 
tax is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of up to 
$1,000 and/or a year in prison plus there is a 5% 
penalty for untimely remittance of the tax and an 
additional interest payment due of 1% per month 
for each month that the tax is paid late. To learn 
more about the tax contact the Suffolk County 
Treasurer’s Office at 631-852-1523. Landlords need 
not concern themselves with this tax, but if your 
property is being operated as a quasi-motel/bed and 


breakfast, your failure to pay tax could result in you 
finding yourself on the wrong side of a prosecution 


for tax fraud. 


3. Income Tax Fraud: If you use your house for 15 
days or more while renting it out for less than 15 days 
there is no income tax due. Otherwise, income taxes 
are due on the money you generate from your rental 
(i.e., they are part of your taxable gross income). See 
IRC §208A(g). If income tax is applicable, you can 
deduct such items as “mortgage interest, real estate 
taxes, casualty losses, (Continued on next page)

maintenance, utilities, insurance, and depreciation” 
according to the IRS. See Topic 415. However, if 
you also use the property for 15 days or more 
those deductions are limited and you should see 
an accountant to determine how to maximize your 
deductions under the law. 


4. Transient Rental Laws: Transient refers to 
something that only lasts for a short time and many 
Towns and Villages on the East End have transient 
rental laws that preclude short-term rentals. A 2011 
White Paper copyrighted to the National Association 
of Realtors and titled Short-Term Rental Housing 
Restrictions is the authority on the topic. This paper 
explains that such laws are in place to protect 
neighborhoods, the physical characteristics of 
property, to promote renter safety and to enhance 
the legitimacy of laws addressing licensed hotels,

Breaking down the East End’s applicable laws: 

In the Town of Southampton, rentals for 14 
days or less are prohibited. This law applies to 
the Southampton hamlets of Bridgehampton, 
East Quogue, Eastport, Flanders, Hampton 
Bays, North Sea, Northampton, Noyac, Quiogue, 
Remsenburg, Riverside, Sagaponack, Shinnecock 
Hills, Speonk, Southampton, Tuckahoe, Water Mill 
and Westhampton. 

In the Town of East Hampton, rentals for 2 weeks 
or less are prohibited. This law applies to the East 
Hampton hamlets of Amagansett, East Hampton, 
North, Montauk, Northwest Harbor, Springs 
and Wainscott. 

In the Town of Southold a pending debate exists as 
to whether the Town should set a 14-night minimum,

transient law exists. So, in the Southold hamlets 
of Cutchogue, East Marion, Fishers Island, Laurel, 
Mattituck, New Suffolk, Orient, Peconic and Southold 
there is no transient rental law. 

In the Town of Riverhead, rentals for 29 days or 
less are prohibited. This law applies to the Riverhead 
hamlets of Aquebogue, Baiting Hollow, Calverton, 
Jamesport, Laurel, Manorville, Northville, Riverhead 
and Wading River. 

In the Town of Shelter Island, no transient 
rental law exists but there is a cap on bed and 
breakfasts in providing rentals for no longer 
than 14 days, and it can be argued that Airbnb 
stands for airbed and breakfast so this law may be 
applicable. So, in Shelter Island Heights and Shelter 
Island there are questionably no restrictions on 
transient rentals. 

Remember, the Villages of East Hampton, 
North Haven, Quogue, Sag Harbor, Sagaponack, 
Southampton, Westhampton Beach and 
Westhampton Dunes, Greenport and Dering Harbor 
all can prescribe local transient laws, so if your 
property is located therein check with your local 
Village before renting on Airbnb. 


5. Rental Permit Laws: While many critics of these 
laws point to their purpose as being solely a revenue 
generator (i.e., think tickets), every time I read about 
a tenant’s death in a house fire there is always a 
note about there not being a valid rental permit on 
the property. Rental permits are designed to protect 
the health, safety and welfare of the public. The 
Towns of Southampton and Riverhead require rental 
permits while East Hampton and Shelter Island have 
no such requirement. The Town of Southold only 
requires a rental permit with respect to accessary 
apartments, which is “[a]n apartment created in 
a presently existing one-family dwelling unit or 
accessory structure.”
